rulty. 

New York, Aug. 81.— The. Journal 
and Advertiser says: The sensationally 
victorious march of the Cubans under 
Maximo Gomez and Antonio Maceo, 
the entire length of the island in Mar- 
tinez Campos' time, has Just been 
duplicated by Qulntin Handeras. 

This negro war captain, than whom 
no Cuban of the colored race, excepting 
Maceo, perhaps, lias won greater honor* 
in the present struggle for independ- 
ence, led 18,000 men from the eastern 
end of the islund, where the patriots in 
arms are strongest, to the western end, 
where, since Antonio Maceo’s death, 
through the treachery of his body phy- 
sician, Dr. Zertucha, the Cuban cause 
haR not prospered so well. 

These 18,000 men represented all 
branches of the Cuban army service. 
They penetrated into the provinces 
of Matanzas, Havana and Pinur del 
Rio, strengthening the existing forces 
in each of those provinces to such an 
extent that the coming winter cam- 
paign there may be expected to be even 
as disastrous for the Spanish arras as 
in the time of the redoubtable Macco. 

The news of the brilliant achieve- 
ment was brought to the Journal and 
Advertiser by the mail from Havana in 
an autograph letter from Handera* 
himself. In it he requests the publica- 
tion of the proclamation that lie issued 
on taking charge of the department. 

Handeras says Glut the second inva- 
sion of the west was made in compli- 
ance with plans that were completed 
by Maximo Gomez, the general-in-chief, 
in June lost, and that the march was 
effected with little or no trouble or 
molestation from the Spanish troops. 

“Wo crossed their lines again and 
again,” he says, “but there was no 
fight in them and we had no battles. 
Our men behaved nobly in the face of 
constantly possible attacks by larger 
forces. There was no faltering at any 
time, and once more 1 have been able 
to admire the heroism of our soldiers 
who have fought, are fighting and will 
ever fight. I am convinced, unti 1 the 
independence of Cuba shall have been 
attained, they will fight.” 

The proclamation intimates that 
there have been wholesale desertions 
from the Spanish army in Havana 
province into the Cuban service, May- 
ing: 

“In taking command of this provineo 
I send greeting to all its forces, but 
more especially to the brave Spanish 
soldiers of l’izarro cavalry regiment 
whom 1 reviewed Sunday, and those 
who, filled with sympathy for an op- 
pressed people fighting for their lib- 
erty, have come over to our files, in 
this way giving most direct lie to those 
who say that the Spanish soldier exists 
only to serve as food for the cannon 
and fflr the purpose of affording means 
to their officers to get titles and deco- 
rations.” 

The rest of the proclamation is di- 
rected "to the men of my race."

Has Been Solved.

CmcAoo, Aug. 30. — The most difficult 
problem of railroad operation — how to 
communicate by telegraph with a mov- 
ing train anywhere on the line — has 
been solved by a young Chicago invent- 
or. Edison, who has been experiment- 
ing with induction currents, has been 
fairly beaten on his own chosen 
ground. 

George V. Trott, a former telegraph 
operator, has devised a system which 
will shortly be put In operation on the 
Pensylvania lrae by which every train 
on the line is in constant communica- 
tion with the station next ahead and, 
when desired, with the train dispatch- 
er or any public telegraph station. 

Hriefly, every train on a road equip- 
ped with the Trott system, would at 
all times be on a “loop” circuit, ex- 
tending to the next telegraph stution 
•head, and to send messages farther or 
receive them from other stations, the 
operator at the proper station would 
only have to “cut in” by means of a 
“jack spring” on one of the regular 
telegraph wires. 

Mr. Trott's device is exclusively me- 
chanical. It involves no new or un- 
tried principles, and will require no 
more power to operate it then the or- 
dinary duplex cell battery at tho reg- 
ular telegraph station. 

The device which railway engineers 
declare will revolutionize railway ser- 
vice is an adaptation of the street rail- 
way trolley or third rail of the elevated 
railways. 

Two insulated metallic tracks aro 
laid between and parallel to the trac- 
tion rails. They are not oonnected 
mid at intervals equal in length to the 
circuit it is desired to establish are 
discontinuous and separated by a 
non-conducting cushion. A trolley 
mechanism, consisting of three pairs 
of wheels, connected in multi- 
ple by "knuckle" joints and hinged to 
the footboard of the engine, runs un- 
der the tender on the inner rails. The 
contact of the metallic wheels with 
the metallic rails closes the circuit, as 
the wheels are joined by a metallac 
framework. Insulated wires conduot 
the current into the engine cab and by 
means of the bell cord into any part of 
the train, where there is an instru- 
ment. Trott is a man of frail form 
and poor health. He is 81 years 
old. Before his health failed he was 
an operator in Chicago, in Boston, 
where he was born, and in New York. 
He later worked for the Santa Fe as a 
local train dispatcher. He now resides 
in Chicago. He recently wrote to the 
Pennsylvania railway officials and was 
invited to send them his plans and 
specifications. Their engineers and 
electricians were delighted and prom- 
ised to give the system a practical trial 
as soon as possible.

A SETTLEMENT 

Of the Great Miners' Strike Is Itelleved to 
He C lose nt Hand. 

Cleveland, O., Aug. 81.— A promi- 
nent coal operator in the Pittsburgh 
district said Monday night that the 
miners' strike would probably be set- 
tled, temporarily at least, within the 
next 48 hours. The operators have 
been quietly negotiating with the 
miners’ officers since the adjournment 
of the Pittsburgh conference, and 
a settlement is believed to be close at 
hand. The operators offered to pay 
the men 64 cents a ton, pending arbi- 
tration, if the miners would consent to 
such an arrangement, with the distinct 
understanding thut the arbitrators 
could not fix a price below 0J tents or 
above 09 cents. President Ratchford 
made a counter proposition for arbitra- 
tion, stipulating that the men be paid 
69 cents a ton, five cents of that price 
to be turned over to a trustee or 
trustees and to be held until the arbi- 
tration is completed and then paid to 
the miners if the rate is fixed at 69 
cents. If the rate is fixed below 
that figure then a portion of 
tlu- amount held by the trustees 
is to be given to the miners 
and the other rebated to the operators. 
A telegruin was received here Monday 
from President Ratchford with respect 
to the operators' proposition, but it was 
somewhat blind, and the operators were 
unable to tell whether he accepted tho 
proposition or not. It is believed, how- 
ever, that he will consent to arbitra- 
tion, and it is expected that work at 
the mines will be resumed before tho 
close of the week. *

Ivditor Signal; — As there has been 
much said in the columns of the 
Signal, of late, in reference to 
bolters and voting, I beg leave to 
submit a few thoughts concerning 
same.

Sliodld we suf- 
fer party affiliations to guide us in 
this matter, or should w€ fear being 
called a bolter. I emphatically say 
no. It is our duty to sdpport our 
party, provided we have the proper 
men before us, but otherwise it is 
not, nor neither is one a bolter 
simply because he fails to stippbrt 
men who, perhaps, secured their 
nomination through corrupt means. 
A bolter is one who has not the 
welfare of his country at heart, 
but simply to get revenge for some 
real or imaginary wrung or for 
some selflish ! motive. Therefore 
we are list bolters in the proper 
sense ot the term, but citizens who 
wish to discharge their duty. 

Now. in conclusion, let. me urge 
every voter — regardless of party 
ties or the party lash — to study 
well his duty before he casts his 
ballot, and vote for the best men

TE8T8 OF ARMOR OLOTH. 

><••1 Ballets Pall to Plerco Gael ml r 
Xegelen'a Fabric. 

Testa of the armor cloth Invnoted by 
Casimlr Zcgelen were made "with tie 
United States army rifle at Fort Sheri- 
dan. ill., the other day, tinder the di- 
rection of Col. Hall. Thfcy proved to 
the satisfaction of the watchers the im- 
penetrable quality of the cloth. 

The cloth tested is what is called the 
army-armor cloth, an inch and a half 
in thickness. A three-quarteivindh 
cloth having proved effectual in stop- 
ping lead bullets, the thicker sort was 
tried against the steel missiles from 
the Krag-Jorgensen, the official army 
rifle The testa were made from 400, 
300, 250 and 200 yards, and in no case 
wa* the doth pierced through. At 
distances under 300 yards, however, 
the outer layer was penetrated and the 
bullets lodged against the inner layer. 
Besides the inventor and the officers 
of the fort. Father Andreas Spetz, Dr. 
Ij. C. Borland and Lieut. De Korwin 
Sarnecky, of the Austrian army, were 
present. The cloth was hung over the 
paper silhoutte of a man, which forms 
the regular target, and picked shots of 
the fort, selected by Iiieut. Hawley, 
fired at it in turn. The cloth was 16x24 
Inches in size. The regular distance 
for target practice with the Krag- 
Jorgensen is 800 yards, but to demen- 
strate the quality of the cloth the 
smaller ranges were employed. The 
regular rifle, whose steel bullets will 
penetrate at a distance of 800 yards 
through 22 inches of oak, waa used. 
The first shots were fired from a dis- 
tance of 400 yards and the bullets flat- 
tened themselves against the cloth 
without penetrating, something that 
has been hitherto unknown with a 
Krag-Jorgemton cartridge.

The Baltimore and Ohio officials era very 
much pleased with certain statistics that 
have recently been prepared of the per- 
formance of freight trains on the Second 
division, which handles all the east and 
west-bound traflic between Baltimore and 
Cumberalnd. Before the new freight en- 
gines were purchased, and the improvements 
made in the track in the way of straighten- 
ing curves and seducing grades, the average 
number of cars to the tram waa 28 1-2. Now, 
with more powerful and modern motive 
power and a better track, the average is 40 
cars per train, an Increaae of 41 per cent. 
The average east-bound movement per day 
for the first ten davs of August waa 1,12?) 
loaded cars. On the Third division, Cum- 
berland to Grafton, where there are grades 
of 125 feet to the mile, the engines used to 
haul 19 1-2 loads to the train. Now the 
average is 25 2-3 loads per train, an increase 
of 31 per cent. It would certainly appear 
that the money apent in improvementa on 
the B. and O. ia being amply justified, and 
that the cost of operation ia being very ma- 
terially reduced.

We are to have, according to these her- 
alds, a wave of sueh prosperity as the 
country has never witnessed before, and 
all Interested are to make hny while the 
sun shines, for not being founded on. 
rational economics there is no telling 
how long the wave may Inst. 

The whole theory of tariff legerde- 
main is based on the alternate swell and 
subsidence of socalled prosperity. A 
wave, either in economies cr physics, 
presupposes a depression elsewhere. 
Following the physical origin of a wave 
to its logical conclusion, It is the de- 
pression that causes the wave, and vice 
versa. Prosperity for the trusts and 
monopolies of the United States, which 
is the real aim of the tariff necro- 
mancers, presupposes depression among 
otherclasses. principally consumers and 
the labor element. 

Based on robbery, which differs in 
degree only and not in kind from the 
piracy of the middle ages or the brigand- 
age of modern frontier life, this kind 
of prosperity always runs its course 
when an aroused public sentiment con- 
siders it time to call a halt. Whatever 
of real prosperity is in store for the 
people of the United States in the near 
future will be a tardy surmounting of 
obstacles thrown in the way of nat- 
ural recuperation from hard times by 
the tariff tinkerers. It is to be pro- 
foundly hoped that such real prosper- 
ity, whose welcome appearance will 
need no heralds or exploiters, will come 
to remain with us and not to sweep over 
the nation with ephemeral touch. 

Oscillation from the heights of arti- 
ficial prosperity to the depths of ex- 
treme depression constitutes the most 
hurtful of experiences for the body pol- 
itic. Steady growth without these al- 
ternate extremes is the only sign of 
genuine prosperity, and such growth is 
the nation’s assured destiny when the 
tariff jugglers are suppressed for good.

the revenues and keep the treasury full 
of gold. Unless there shull be large im- 
portations there cannot be a large rev- 
enuecollected from importations. If the 
Dingley law shull stop importations it 
will stop revenue.— Philadelphia Rec- 
ord.
